The, “bone dw provision of the 
postal bill is the most far-reaching 
prohibition legislation ever enacted 
by the Federal Government—in fact, 
it is the first direct legislation by the 
Government prohibiting the liquor 
traffic. 

At least 14 States which have 
prohibition laws, but do not prohibit 
the importation of certain quantities 
of liquor for personal use, will be 
made bone dry by the new law which 
prohibits the importation of liquor 
into any State that prohibits “its 
manufacture and sale.“

the next few weeks, will increase the 
number of bone dry states to at least 
33.

AN EXTRA SESSION 


Lets It Be Known He Will Only 
Summon Congress in Event 
of Great Crisis. 


PUSHES REVENUE. BILLS 


President Bending Every Effort 
to Have Appropriation Meas- 
ures Passed.

WASHINGTON, Marcht 3.—- President 
Wilson has no intention of taking action 
that would bring war with Germany 
without calling Congress in extra ses- 
sion. This was communicated to Senate 
leaders today by representatives of the 
President, who take the position that if 
no extraordinary crisis arises it will not 


be necessary to call an extra session be- 
fore late in the spring, and then only to 
pass any appropriation bills which may 
fail at the present session. 

The President today continued efforts 
to persuade Republican Senators to as- 
sist in the passage of needed appropria- 
tion bills during the present session. 
These Senators were told by representa- 
tives of the President that their argu- 
ment that Congress should remain ing 
session because of the German situation 
was not logical, because he naturally 
would take no action leading to a dec- 
laration of war without the co-operation 
of Congress. 

The President was represented as feel- 
ing deeply the tmplication back of the 
éffort to force an extra session. He de- 
sired the important appropriation bills 
passed at this session so that if an 
extra session is forced by the German 
situation, Congress could begin work 
immediately on emergency measures. 

It became known that the President 
will seek an opportunity in the near fu- 
ture to* make his position clear. His 
representative at the Capitol were told 
early today that some Republican Sena- 
tors were insisting in blocking the ap- 
propriation measures in order to force 
an extra session. 

Inaugural Address Ready. 

For a while, it was said, it looked as 
though the Administration’s efforts to 
get action on the army appropriation 
bill, the military academy bill and a 
few other important measures would be 
successful, but finally two or three of 
the Republican leaders would not give 
their consent to such an arrangement. 

The President completed his inaugura: 
address today and it is understood that 
the foreign situation is the principai 
subject dealt with. 

The President, both by telephone and 
through direct representatives was In 
constant communication with the Capito] 
today. 

President Wilson made another of 
his personal visits to the State, War 
and Navy Building today and, first 
conferred with Secretary Baker. Aft- 
er his call on Secretary Baker, Presi- 
dent Wilson said. that “it had noth- 
ing to do with Europe at all.” 


PRESIDENT TO TAKE 
OATH TOMORROW 


Will Be Sworn In at Capitol at 
Noon and Again on 
Monday. 
WASHINGTON, 
Wilson will take the oath of office for 
his second term in his room at the Capi- 


tol at noon Sunday. It will be admin- 
istered by Chief Justice White of the 
Supreme Court. Mr. Wilson plans to go 
to the, Capitol shortly bef®re noon to 
sign bills and therefore decided it would 
be impracticable to take the oath of of- 
fice in the White House as was at first 
contemplated. 

While no special invitations for 
the ceremony at the capitol have 
been issued, members of Mr. Wilson's 
Cabinet will be with him, advising 
him on bills passed in the closing 
tours of Congress. 

The President has decide@ to take 
the oath’ again on Monday in front 
of the capitol just before he deliv- 
ers his inaugural address.

‘*You understand that it is impossible for me to discuss the facts of 
this ‘revealed plot’ just at this moment and under these circumstances. 
I therefore may be allowed to limit my answer to what is said in the Eu- 4 
glish reports, which certainly are not inspired by sympathy with Ger- 
many. The English report expressly states that Germany expected and 
wished to remain on terms of friendship with the United States, but that 
we had prepared measures of defense in case the United States declared 
war Against Germany. I fail to see how such a ‘plot’ is inspired by un 
friendliness on our part. It would mean nothing but that we would use 
means universally admitted in war, in case the United States declared 
war. 

„The most important part of the alleged plot is its condition aud 
form. The whole ‘plot’ falls flat to the ground in case the Usited 
Statcs does not declare war against us, And if we really, as the report 
alleges, considered the possibility of hostile acts of the United States: 

‘against us, then we really bad reason to do so. 


Says American “Plot” Was Revealed. 

„An Argentine newspaper a short while ago really ‘revealed « plot 
when it told that the United States last year suggested to other Ameri- 
can republies common action against Germany and her allies. This 
‘plot’ apparently was not conditional in the least. The news as pub 
lished by La Prensa (Buenos Aires), agrees well with the interpretation 
given, for instance, by an American newspaper man, Edward Price, io 
Berlin and London, who said that the United States was waiting only 
for the proper moment in order opportunely to assist the entente.

Reciting the possible exercises of pow- 
er under the bill, Senator Stone said, 
it would ahtuorize the Presiden to 
equip ships and “drive the 
submarines from commercial paths of 
the seas. ° 

“No doubt,“ he continued, “that 
would be a proper thing to do, but it 
would be war. It would not be an act 
of war, but the very essence of war 
in fact. And Congress would have ab- 
dicated and surrendered in advance all 
claim to pass upon the questions. 

“The question here presented.“ he 
said, “rises above any man or any 
President—it is fundamental.“ 

“If we want to enter into the war— 
if the occtasion is grave as some of 
the Senators say—let us say 80, said 
Stone. We have the right, the power 
to say so. Congress is the only power 
in this great Government that has the 
right, and I am unwilling to establish 
the precedent of shifting the war re- 
sponsibility to the President of the 
United States.“

Senate Debates Armed Ship Bill 
for Eight Hours in Night Session 


WASHINGTON, March 3.—The Senate 
last night debated the armed neutrality 
bill for eight hours and many phases of 
the international! situation were dis- 
cussed. 

Senator ‘Stone, “ead of the Foreign 
Relations Committee, however, by vir- 
tue of his position, the logical admin- 
istration spokesman on such questions, 
„ idrew from the task as soon as the 
armed neutrality bill was brought in 
by his committee. He said candor 
would not permit him to take the floor 
for the measure, and submitted 
an amendment to exempt munitions- 
carrying ships from the protection to be 
extended other merchantmen. 

To Senator Hitchcock and Senator 
Lodge, the ranking Democratic and 
Repudiican Committeemen, fell the 
leadership. Senator La Follette, about 
whose attitude there had been some un- 
easiness. announced that he would talk 
at length on the bill, but had no in- 
tention of filibustering. 

Senator Stone disclaimed entirely 
any personal responsivility for the 
committee’s measure. 

“‘Candor cenipels me to say,” he de- 
clared, “I am not in accord with this 
bill as it has been framed and it is 
my purpose to offer what I consider 
an important amendment to it. In 
that view of the situation, T do not 
think it would be prope: for me to 
continue further in ths management 
on the floor of the pending measure: 
Jt t= my purpose now, therefore, to 
ask the Senator from Nebraska, Mr. 
Hitchcock, to take it in charge.’’ 


Senator Stone's Amendment. 

He proposed his amendment and 
formally turned the floor leadership 
over to Hitcheock. The amendment 
follows: 

“Provided that nothing herein shall 
authorize the President to employ or 
direct any person to manage or 
operate any arms placed on any mér- 
chant ship by the United States, as 
herein authorized; and 

“Provided further that it shall not 
be lawful for any merchant ship sup- 
plied by the President with arms as 
herein rrovided to carry or convey as 
a part of her cargo any munitions 
or other supplies Of war destined for 
G@élivery to the armed forces of a 
belligerent nation engaged in war 
with another nation with which the 
United States is at peace, and; 

“Provided, further, that it shall not 
de lewful ror any merchant ship 
which may be under the convoy or 
immediate protection of any public 
vessel of the United States to carry 
or convey #8 a part of her caro mu- 
nitions or other sippliies of war 
Geatined for delivery to the armed 
forees of 4 belligerent nation en- 
gaged in war with another nation 
with which the United States is at

In his opening statement Senator 
Hitchcock said he regretted that Sen- 
ator Stone could not manage the bill, 
recited the powers asked of Congress by 
the President and continued: 

“When the committee came to con- 
sider the requests attention was called 
to an old statute which prohibited Unit- 
ed States vessels from resisting by force 
public vessels of other nations. There- 
fore the committee added authority to 
United States vessels to defend them, 
selves against unlawful attacks. It was 
feared that if the law was not repealed 
that United States merchantmen would 
subject themselves to treatment as pi- 
rates if they resisted. 

The bill does not exactly represent 
m? own’ views, but I have accepted it 
because of the overwhelming judgment 
of the: committee. 

The United States will be in less dan- 
ger of war during the next few months 
or the next critical few weeks, if the 
President is equipped with the power he 
seeks in assuming a position of armed 
neutrality. 

“IT bolieve the attitude of the United 
States under his administration and with 
hig strong purpose to keep the United 
States out of war if possible, is less 
likely to lead to war than if the United 
States is to continue in the present 
uncertain state where neither the peo- 
ple of the United States nor our mer- 
chantmen nor the belligerents know ex- 
actly what our attitude ts. If we stand 
for our neutral rights it will be known 
to every belligerent what our definite 
position is. 


; Safety in Certain Stand. 

“I am perhaps sometimes classified ag 
a pacifist and I do not shrink from that 
classification, but I believe there is more 
safety in a certain podtion than in an 
uncertain one and wouid rather trust 
the President. who dreads war, than I 
would trust this body itselr.’’ 

Answering a question by Senator Jones 
asyto whether the President would be 
given power to protect ships of other 
nations, Hitchcock called attention to 
the words “‘vessels of the United States 
iw the bill. Senator Lodge. the ranking 
Republican member of the committee, 
also said that the measure gave the 
President no right to arm a foreign 
thip, but added: 

“I do think most decidedly, however, 
that American citizens in the peaceful 
pureuit of trade or travel who are law- 
fully on a belligerent merchant ship 
have rights which it is the duty of this 
Govornment to guard.” 

Senator Lodge then read the cable- 
gram sent to President Wilson by Aus- 
tin G. Hoy, whose mother and sister 
were lost on the Laconia. In the mes- 
sage Hoy offered his services to the 
United States to fight and declared if no 
opportunity were given him by the 
United States to avenge the death of his 
mother and sister he would enlist under 
a foreign flag. 

“That to me,” he declared, “is painful 


jl reading. Those two women were law- 


fully on that ship. They did not sacri- 
fice their rights as Amerttan citizens. 
It was a merchant ship, torpedoed with- 
out warning in the dark, the two wom- 
en perishing miserably in an open boat. 

“I don’t think this bill gives the 
President any rights te convoy such a 
ship unless the United States should be 
at war, but without law the President 
has some power to assert the rights of 
harmiess, peaceful travelers.”’ 

Senatur Works asked hy the bill did 
not give the President authority to pre 
tect Americans on vessels of other na- 
tions. “Because he has ample general 
constitutional power to protect Ameri- 
can citizens,’’ Senator Lodge answered. 
“And if he needs further authority from 
Congress he has only to apply for it and 
we will give it.” 

Senator La Follette then asked if Sen- 
ator Lodge thought the President had 
unlimited authority under the Constite- 
tton, and the Massachusetts Senator re- 
plied: “No; he had no authority to arm 
merchantmen." 


The bill was an ilysed in detail by Sen- 
ator Lodge. He defended the clause giv-

ing merchantmen the right to defend 
themselves, but said he doubted whether 
this would be sufficient in view of the 
German policy as instanced by the exe- 
cution of Capt. Fryatt. The words ad- 
mitting “defensive arms fore and aft” 
were put in the bill at his suggestion, 
the Senator said, because the United 
States hitherto has taken the position 
in this war that defensive arms should 
te aft only. He said he understood his 
suggestion was regarded rather as a 
limitation than an extension of the pow- 
er granted, adding: I would be the 
last to limit that power.“ 

Senator Lodge said he opposed any 
language in the bill restricting the power 
to be given the President because he 
believed that would be saying to/the 
President that he should not co t an 
act of war. ™ 

“TI feel very sure,“ he continued, that 
when the President is ready to make 
war he would call Congress in session 
and would not commit an act of war 
without the authority of the only con- 
stitutional body that can declare it. J 
feel that if we are not prepared to trust 
the President with the powers he has 
asked, we have no right to give him any- 
thing at all.“ 

Putting officers or men of the navy 
on board a merchant ship, Lodge said, 
would change such a ship into a mer- 
chant auxiliary—a vessel of-war. 

Interrupting to suggest that the lan- 
guage of the Stone amendment would 
be more of a protection than an em 
barassment to the President, Senator 
O’Gorman asked whether the President 
has a right to commit an act of war 
before COngré@gs declares war?“ 

„J do not think so, but it has been 
done, said Senator Lodge. 0 

In a colioquy with Senator Cummins, 
Senator Lodge said he expect’! any 
armed merchant vessel would use its 
guns if a German submarine were 
sighted and he would be sorry if she 
did not use them.” 

“Y am in favor of sinking these sub- 
marines on sight,“ replied Senator Cum- 
ming, “but there is no use in closing our 
eyes to the patent fact that if we send 
out ships and intend that they attack 
submarines when sighted we are com- 
niitting an act of war.“ 

Senator “Lodge said he differed from 
that view. He declared that every mer- 
chan} ship has the right to defend it- 
self and that “when the periscope of a 
German submarine appears in the vicin- 
ity of a merchantman it is the first 
signal for an attack.“ 

He agreed with a suggestion by Sen- 
ator Williams that in such a situation 
the act of war would rather be on the 
part of the submarine. Replying to 
Senator Reed, Lodge said that a mer- 
chantman would be justified in sinking 
any submarine on sight, whether Ger- 
man, British or French, if they had 
been sinking vessels without warning 
by direction of their Government 

“Then if we arm our vessels, they 
will be expected to shoot at gubmarines 
upon seeing a periscope?’ asked Sen- 
ator Reed. 

That is my understanding.“ Senatoy 
Lodge answered, insisting that it would 
not be an act of war, but of self-de- 
fense. 

“What if the merchant vessel misses 
and ‘is sunk by the submarine?’ per- 
biste Senator Reed. Senator Lodge 
thoeght that would not be an act cf 
war. . 

“This bill is no declaration of war,. 
Senator Lodge continued. “In it we are 
giving to the President the powers we 
think he ought to have in response to 
his request. Then the responsibility is 
his. I would not have Congress with- 
hold such power when the country is at 
odds with a foreign Power. 


Wants Extra Session.

Berlin Reports Capture of 60 
British and Eight Ma- 
. chine Guns. 


BERLIN, March 3, by wireles to Say- 
Ville.— There have again been violent 
infantry engagements on both banks of 
the Ancre in Northern France, the war 
office announced today. The British 
suffered the loss of 60 prisoners and 
eight machine guns, in addition to their 
casualties. 

The official statement reads: 

“Western front: Before dawn strong 
British reconnoltering detachments 
attempted to enter our trenches near 
Hulluch and Lievin, and in the eve- 
ning hours smaller detachments made 
similar attempts at other vooints on 
the Artcis front. They were every- 
where repulsed. On ooth banks of 
the Ancre there were again violent 
infantry engagements during which 
the enemy, in addition to sanguinary 
losses, lost 40 prisoners and eight ma- 
chine guns. 

“On the Aisne and in the Cham- 
pagne advances by the French against 
some of our trenches failed.” 


Germans on Somme Appear to Have 
Reached Halting Line. 


By Associated Press. : 
BRITISH HEADQUARTERS IN 


FRANCE, March 2.—What may be 
termed the first stage of the German 
retirement plan on the Arras-Somme 
sectors seems to have been about com- 
pleted, and the Germans are making 
a definite stand. Their line runs from 
Essarts,* through Achiet-Le-Petit to 
about a thousand yards southéast of 
Bapaume. Along this line is the Lou- 
part wood, situated on high ground, 
which is a typical German field fortress 
The Germans are not expected to yield 
this line until further pressure is brought 
to bear against them.

No glory can come from 
u conflict with Germany bled white and

Senator Cummins moved early in the 
debate to amend Senator Stone’s amend- 
ment by providing for convoys for mer- 
chant ships, and later Senator Mecum- 
ber proposed as a substitute for the en- 
tire bill a resolution declaring the rightz 
of neutral merchant vessels engaged in 
commerce, including the right to arm 
for defense only. Belligerents would 
have the right under the resolution to 
blockade in a zone around an enemy 
and to search, selze or destroy contra- 
band cargoes. Neutral vessels chal- 
lenged could be fired upon only in casey 
of attempt to escape, 

Senator Kirby of Arkansas, one of the 
few Senators who voted against the 
resolution recently passed by the Sen- 
ate approving President Wilson's sev- 
erance of relations with Germany, said 
he expected to vote against the bill be- 
cause Wall street and the hirelings of 
the press are responsible for the con- 
ditions that now>exist and wish protec- 
tion for munitions-carrying ships. 

Senator Kirby Agitated. 

Apparently greatly agitated, Senator 
Kirby astonished his colleagues by be- 
Enning an appeal to my fellow citi- 
rens.“ and when that brought a roar 
of laughter from the floor and galleries, 
ho changed to “Gentlemen of he con 
vention.“ 

Senator Hitchcock proposed by unan- 
imous consent to lay aside the measure 
and take up the one already passed by 
the House.

HOETZENDORF, THE AUSTRIAN 
CHIEF OF STAFF, IS OUT 


Field Marshal Highly Regarded in 
Berlia Dismissed by Eé’nperor 
Charlies. 

LONDON, March 3. — Emperor Charies 
of Austria has dismissed Field Marshal 
Conrad von Hoetzendorf, Austrian chief 
of staff, according to a Vienna dis- 
patch to Reuter’s by way of Amster- 
dam. Baron Stratizenberg succeeds Von 

Hoetzendorf. ‘ 

Field Marshal von Hoetzendorf has 
been credited with being one of the 
few Austrian Generals who are held in 
favor in Berlin and in May, 1915, was 
decorated with the order of Pour le 
Merite by the German Emperor. 

He is said to be a bitter effemy: of 
Italy, but a year ago he was married 
to the divorced wife of Baron Reinan- 
ghans, his bride being of Italian de- 
scent and known as an ardent advocate 
of the return of the lost provinces’ 
to Italy.

“Greatly Surprised to dear of 
Proposal,” Statement of 
Foreign Office. 


TOKIO, Friday, March 2.—The dec- 
laration of the Japanese Government 
through Foreign Minister Viscount 
Motono that Japan has received nq 
proposition from Mexico or Germany 
to join in a possible war against the 
United States, was supplemented to- 
day in a statement made to the As- 
sociated Press on behalf of the Gov- 
ernment by Kijuro Shidehara, Vice 
Foreign Minister. 

“We were greatly surprised to 
hear of the German propogal,” he 
said. “We cannot imagine what Ger- 
many is thinking about to conceive 
that she could possibly involve us in 
war with the United States by merely 
asking Mexico. This is too ridicu- 
lous for words. Needless to say, 
Japan remains faithful to her allies.” 
In response to a question regard- 
ing Japan's attitude toward the anti- 
Japanese measures which were 
brought forward in Idaho and Ore- 
gon, M. Shidehara said he had 
especially requested newspapers to 
refrain from inflammatory comment, 
advising that the matter be left for 
treatment through diplomtaic chan- 
nels. It was noticeable that the agi- 
tation did not approach that of the 
time the matter was brought up in 
C-lifornia in 1913, an? it is doubtful 
whether the masses of the people 


were even cognizart of the Oregon 


and Idaho Dilis. 

“Of course, we registered objec- 
tions to the bills on the ground that 
they were discriminatory,” M. Shide- 
hara continued. “Japan is convinced 
Secretary Lansing has done every- 
thing possible to prevent the passage 
of the measures, but regrets the ap- 
parent revival of an anti-alten mess- 
ure in one State. We realize the em- 
barrassment of the Central Govern- 
ment owing to the system of State 
rights, but it is our duty to protect 
the dignity, honor and interests of 
Japanese subjects.”

PARIS, March 3.—Luis Quintanilla, 
the new Mexican Minister, says in the

“Germany thought Mexico would be

favor of their cause; I cannot qualify 
it otherwise than as admifabdie. They 
founded newspapers and they @istrib- 
mted considerable sums for propaganda 
to lead opinion astray. Nevertheless, 
they have not succeeded, and the sym- 
pathies of Mexicans generally are for 
the entente allies.”’

A POLICE GUARD 


Four Detectives Were Assigned 
in June, 1915, to Prevent 
Kidnaping. 


CONSTANTLY WATCHED 


Vigil Was Relaxed After Suspi- 
cious Characters in Neigh- 
borhood Vanished. 


Police today let it be known that 
in June, 1915, four detectives for sev- 
eral weeks kept guard: over Frank 
Viviano, now held by abductors for 
$50,000 ransom under threat of cut- 
ting off his head. The 8-year-old son 
of Gaetano Viviano, a wealthy maca- 
roni manufacturer, vanished after 
leaving his home, 6855 Waterman 
avenue, ‘Thursday morning, for St. 
Boch's Parbchial School, 6048 Water- 
man avenue. 

The boy’s parents, in fear that some 
harm might come to him, had em- 
ployed a maid to accompany him to 
and from school. On two successive 
mornings she saw two Italians sitting 
on a bridge over the River des Peres, 
and thought they were eyeing her 
and her charge., An appeal was made 
to the police. 

Watched by Patrélmen, 

Two patrolmen in plain clothes 
were assigned to the vicinity, and 
two detectives, in an automobile, for 
a number of mornings followed the 
boy as he Walked to school. On their 


so that it might be thought he was 
unattended. The child frequently 
laughed at the detectives, saying: 
I'd like to see any blackhander get 
me.“ 

No attempt was made to molest the 
boy, and after two or three weeks the 
detectives gave up their vigil. The maid 
continued to guard him between his home 
and the school until a few weeks ago, 
when, the police announced,. Frank .in- 
sisted to his parents that he was big 
enough to take care of himself. After 
that, he was permitted to go back and 
forth alone.

tions to guard his two children, Grace, 
2% years old, and Frank, 1%. 

Mrs. Viviano gave to a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter a detailed description 
of her son as he appeared when she 
last saw him. She said that the only 
mark on his body was a circular scar, 
about one-fourth of an inch in diam- 
eter, in the center of his forehead about 
an inch above the nose. It was caused 
by a fall when he was a year old. 

One tooth is missing, a molar at the 
left side of the lower jaw. He wore on 
the third finger of the left hand a signet 
ring, bearing his initials, F. V.“ He 
wore a “pepper and salt” suit, with 
knickerbocker, gathered at the knee; the 
coat was pleated in the back and had 
a belt sewed to the garment. He hac 
a tight-fitting overcoat, with pleats in 
the back, and a belt. His cap was de- 
scribed as having a yellow band and 
a black top, surmounted by a tassel. He 
wore black buttoned shoes and black 
Stockings 
His waist was white, with a detacha- 
tie, soft silk collar, white with purple 
tripes. He wore a four-in-hand tie, blue 
with yellow stripe. He is about three 
feet tall, and nas dark browr a~air, eye- 
brows and eyes, with an olive complex 
ion. His hair, according to his mother, 
was brushed back in a pompadour. 

On the afternoon of the boy's disap- 
pearance, his father received a letter in 
Italian signed “The Black Hand,” in 
which he was warned against uppealings 
to the police because if we sec the force 
after us, your son will be decapitated 
without loss of time.“ He was «rdered 
to surrender $50,000 us soon as possible,” 
but there were no directions at to how 
ard to whom the money should be paid. 
Details of policemen continue to 
search the downtown Italian quarter and 
the district known as Dago Hill,“ west 
of King’s highway and south of Market 
street, but have found no one who will 
admit having seen the boy. He is a 
cousin of Grace and Tom Viviano, chil- 
dren of firet cousins, both named Pietro 
Viviano, who were abducted and held 
for $2,000 ransom in 190. They were 
found two months later in Chicago. The 
Vivianos denied they paid the money to 
recover their children. The abductors

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tion of a vastly strengthened German alliance— 
strengthened in Will, in naval and military re- 
sources, in finances and probably allies—wonld 
fall upon us. Could we hope for fidelity to 
American interests from all of our Southern 
neighbors against so powerful a combination? 
Could we hope for continued resistance on the 
part of Japan to greatly increased temptation? 

All of these are possibilities which we must 
take into account and which should govern our 
action. We should think of more than merely 
our security from invasion—we must think of 
the fate of democracy. 

We know nowthe triumph of Germany and 
her allies in Hurope would menace democracy 
throughout the world. The principles embodied 
in the Germanic Governments are directly an- 
tagonistie to the principles embodied in our own 
Government and in Ahe Governments of Great 
Britain and France. The issue of autocracy and 
despotism against democracy and republicanism 
ia clear cut. The success of the arms of the 
central Powers would mean the domination of 
German autocracy in Hurope and of Turkish 
despotism in Asia. The sword of the Kaiser and 
the sword of islam would strike down democracy 
as far as they could reach. 
| America would be confronted with a desperate 
struggle for national life and for the preservation 
of democratic principles in human government. 
We would face, if not humiliation and destruc- 
tion, Years of heavy armament and incalculable 
sacrifices of blood and treasure. 

What of the Monroe Doctrine? What of re- 
publicanism in the Americas? 

Let us face the situation with our eyes open. 
In view of these contingencies, what is our duty 
to ourselves and to mankind—what fs the wisest 
course we can pursue? 

Is it not to prevent German victory? Is it not 
to safeguard our own sovereignty and vital in- 
teresti by using all our might to check the Ger- 
man will to conquer and to destroy the military 
power that may be used against us? The mere 
resistance to German submarines which we are 
contemplating is an incident in comparison with 
our real task. We should stop paltering and 
dallying and go te work with supreme will and 
energy. 

Having been forced into the position of an 
enemy of Germany, we should give all the aid in 
our power to the nations that are fighting Ger- 
many. The more effectively we ald them, the 
less our danger and effort hereafter. 

Above all, we must prepare for any contingency 
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world-wide scope. But in the “middle of Janu- 
ary,” Germany, to whose eagerness for peace we 
were giving sympathy and support, was infa- 
mously plotting to array a part of our own con- 
tinent against us. 

Three days before the President made that 
lofty plea in the Senate to insure for Germany 
the blessings of a “peace without victory,” Ger- 
many sent the detestable proposal to our neigh- 
bors, inciting them to involve us in war. 

We have heard much about the historic friend- 
ship between Germany and the United States 
enduring since the days of Frederick the Great 
and Washington. We have faithfully maintained, 
under intolerable provocation, the traditions of 
that friendship. Does history furnish a more 
odious example of perfidy, practiced under the 
disguise of friendship, than is furnished in Ger- 
many’s conduct toward the United States?

THE HIGHEE CONSERVATION. 

Under “conservation” are described policies of 
rapidly extending scope having powerful support 
in public opinion. 

The one important measure of this character 
before the sitting Legislature does not urge the 
State to more zealous action as a conservator of 
mines and water power and fisheries and timber 
and soil fertility. Those objects are important, 
but this is a measure of the higher conservation. 
Missouri's wealth in human material, its capital 
in citizenship, its resources in the coming genera- 
tion, are what it is designed to conserve. 

An official commission under appointment from 
the Governor two years ago has painstakingly 
prepared a proposed system of laws for the chil- 
dren of Missouri, made up of a codification of 
present wise statutes of which they are the bene- 
fielaries and supplemented with new enactments. 

No bar to the adoption of the children’s code 
is found in the State's fiscal difficulties. It m- 
volves no issue between machine or anti-ma- 
chine legislators. It embodies no points on which 
men differ as Democrats and Republicans, or as 
members of factions in either party. . 

In fact, its prospects of enactment are not 
clouded by any of the circumstances threatening 
the defeat of other meritorious legislation in a 
rather complicated situation at Jefferson City. 

May not those who prepared the code have as- 
surance that their gracious task has not been 
in vain? May not citizens generally have assur- 
ance of a more scrupulous State guardianship 
of children in need of guardianship than has been 
vouchsafed in past years? 

What's the dif- 
ference? There's nothing in the icebox, anyway.

A resolution proposing an amendment to the 
Constitution increasing the pay of legislators 
from ‘$5 to $10 a day has been received’ with 
some favom at the State capital.

“American women would be splendid 
in industry and business if war came, 
she agreed cordially. “They already 
are trained for so many things, and they 
have initiative, independence, executive 
ability. I think men are holding many 
jobs which women should fill, in peace as 
well as in war, setting the men free for 
men’s work. They ought not to be car- 
rying pitchers of ice water around a ho- 
tel, or to be selling silk and ribbons.
